One of the first acts of Japan, upon 
taking over Korea, was to forbid the 
printing of books in ahything but 
Japanese characters. On-mun, the 
script of Korea, is altogether differ- 
ent from the language of China and 
Japan, and was at first despised be 
cause it was “so easy that even wom- 
en could learn it in a month.” The 
script is ascribed by Korean annals 
to the year 1447, when the King of 
Korea, resolving to assert his inde- 
pendence by abandoning the use of 
Chinese writing as the official medium 
of correspondence, invented an alpha- 
bet to suit the special requirements 
of the vernacular, The Korean al- 
phabet consists of fourteen cgnson- 
ants and eleven vowels. The charact- 
ers are of an extreme simplicity, con- 
trasting strongly with the complex 
Chinese. There are no pronouns of 
the first and second person, the third, 
with relational particles, serving for 
both.

s of our rural people were almost 
negligible. We were then in the pio- 
meer stage. ~-Today, education is a 
prime requisite for success in agritul- 


ture. We are now past the pioncer 
period and are striving for larger re- 
turns from labor, and a. fuller, more 
contented rural Jife for our families. 
To secure larger returns it is neces- 
sary that we learn how to farm pro- 
perly; to acquire the fuller life in the 
country we must know our duties to- 
watd our fellow men. The growing 
and husbanding of crops is important, 
but a broad culture for*every man, 
woman and child is more so if life 
and labor in rural commutnitics is to 
be remunerative and otherwise at- 
tractive.

To obtain practically all the 
cream from the mftk and have it in 
the best condition requires the use 
of a cream separator. Cream should 
ibe kept as cold as possible until the 
|time for ripening (12 hours before 
ichurning) when it should be warmed 
{to from 65.to 75 degrees Fahrenheit 
‘and held at that temperature until it 
| thickens and has a mild acid flavor. 
" When cream has ripened at the 
above temperature it should be cooled 
quickly to ‘churning temperature. 
This temperature depends upon the 
season of the 'year and other factors, 
but it is usually from 52 to 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the summer and from 
58 to 66 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
winter, When cream is properly 
prepared it usually requires from 30 
to 40 minutes to churn it at the right 
There is mo short cut 
in churning and undesirable results 
may be expected when such is under- 
taken. The churn should be stapped 
when the butter granules are the size 
of grains of wheat, While in the 
granular condition, butter should be 
washed with pure water about the 
same temperature as the buttermilk. 
The butt¢rmilk should be washed out 
not’ worked out. Salt should be ad- 
ded at the rate of three-fourths of an 
ounce to the pound of butter. The 
butter should be carefully worked un- 
til the salt is evenly distributed, and 
a solid, smooth body is formed. To 
overwork it produces a salvy body 
with greasy appearance and injures 
the keeping qualities. Butter that is 
to be marketed should be in prints, 
wrapped in parchment paper, and en- 
closed in paraffined cartons,

Must Have Air ‘“‘ Harbors” 


Before Commercial Aviation in Can- 
ada Can Progress 

There can be little hope for pro- 
gress in commercial aviation in Can- 
ada until tie municipal or other gov- 
ernments start constructing ‘harbors’ 
for acroplanes, with landing places 
and airdromes. This was the state- 
ment made by Lieut.-Col. W. G. Bar- 


‘ker, V.C., D.S.O., M.C., etc., at the 


annual ‘mectitg of the Montreal 
Branch of the Aerial League of the 
British Empire, which was held in the 
ball room of the Ritz-Carlton, in the 
course of an address on aeronautical 
topics ~ 

In his address Lt.-Col. Barker, V. 
C., gave a sketch of the, amazing 
growth of aviation during the war, 
from the days when airplahes had a 
speed of only sixty miles an hour, and 
a very limited time capacity for fly- 
ing, with armaments running from ri- 
fles to revolyers. 

From these beginnings, he said, the 
flying corps had developed machines 
capable of 130 miles an hour with a 
flying range of many hundreds of 
miles, and armaments of machine 
guns and bombs that made them so 
formidable war weapons. 

“So greatly had the British airplane 
service developed,” said Lt.-Col. Bar- 
ker, “that if the war had lasted a 
few months longer the people of Ber- 
lin would have had a taste of the same 
aerial bombing warfare they had so 
ruthlessly carried on against British 
and French cities. They knew this, 
and it is altogether probable that this 
knowledge was a great influence in 
compelling the Germans to ask for the 
armistice that ended the war.” 

As a result of the war experience 
Lt.-Col. Barker said that an air con- 
vention had been held at Paris, when 
rules for air service had been laid 
down, and adopted by most Europ- 
ean countries, and by Canada. The 
United States had not joined this con- 
vention, and as a result had no air 
rules. If such rules had been in force 
he felt certain that the recent disast- 
er at Newark would have been avoid- 
ed. He also welcomed the news that 
Canada was to have a military air 
force, which would utilize the services 
of the thousands of returned Canad- 
ian aviators, and prevent the loss to 
the Dominion of their invaluable ex- 
perience. 

Lt: Col. Barker pointed out especial- 
ly the value of the air service in keep- 
ing up communications and carrying 
mails, and said that the recent great 
railway strike in England had largely 
been defeated by the mobilization of 
the Royal Air Force. 

The trouble in Canada was that 
they had air regulations without air 
machines, but he hoped to see devel- 
opment along military, commercial 
and industrial lines, if only a supply 
of “harbors” for airplanes could be 
established. It was the lack of such 
accommodation, he said, that put 
Montreal behind other large Canad- 
jan cities in aerial development.

Pledge of Great Britain in Respect to 
Palestine Has Been 
Made Good 
There was great rejoicing through- 
out Christendom when the British ar- 
mies entered Jerusalem. The Turks 
were put to flight and the Cross su- 
perseded the Crescent in the Holy 
Land. That joy was extended to Jew- 


when the British government made its 


home of the race. 

This great British victory, and the 
pledge of the British Government, has 
\now been made good by the action of 
ithe Supreme Council under the Lea- 
gue of Nations conferring on Great 
Britain a mandate for the administra- 
tion of Palestine and Mesopotamia; 
jand the acceptance by Great Britain 
of the great responsibility which such 
a mandate imposes upon her. France 
is given a mandate for the adminis- 
tration of Syria, and the United States 
has been asked to accept the man- 
date for Armenia, Thus to the three 
most enlightened and democratic na- 
tions in the world Xis entrusted the 
task of restoring order, guaranteeing 
freedom and justice, and rehabilitating 
these long-oppressed portions of the 
old Turkish empire. 

It yet remains to be seen, of course 
whether the United States will accept 
the mandate for the administration of 
Armenia, but surely the humane and 
Christian sentiment of the American 
people will insist that the big repub- 
lic will not shirk the duty to mankind 
involved in acceptance of this man- 
date, and the association of the Unit- 
ed States with Great Britain and 
France in the final removal of one 
of the World’s oldest sores. Especial- 
ly may acceptance by the United 
States he looked for in view of the 
keen interest displayed by the Ameri- 
can press and people in the territor 
ies so long under Turkish tyranny 
and misrule as evidenced by the scath- 
ing criticism which has been voiced 
relative to the decision to ledygeythe 
Turk in Constantinople. The United 
States can hardly continue.to voice 
criticism of other nations in their at- 
titude towards the Turk if the United 
States itself refuses to accept any re- 
sponsibility in the matter. 

It is a significant fact that organiz- 
ed labor, both in Great Britain and 
the United States, is taking the larger 
view in relation to all international 
problems. The_ British Labor Party 
urged the British Government te ac- 
cept the mandate for Palestine and 
Mesopotamia, notwithstanding thag it 
will involve Jarge responsibilities and 
heavy expense for the British people. 
And Samuel Gompers, speaking for 
the American Federation of Labor, 
declares that “America cannot forev- 
er play the part of a peevish’ child 
in international relations,” and that, 
“the affairs of the world are the con- 
cern of the United States,” and that 
there can no longer be “any such 
thing as absolute divorcement from 
what transpires elsewhere,” 

The old Turkish empire, the plague 
spot of the world, is hopeiessly shat- 
tered. Its dominion over millions of 
formerly subject races is ended; its 
power of evil, with its blood-red trail 
of murder and rapine,\is destroyed. 
Ugder its blighting misrule, one of the 

arden spots of the world was made 
a desert. Now the hope arises that 
once again this fruitful section of the 
world, the cradle of the human race, 
the Holy Land of the Bible, will blos- 
som and flourish and become the 
home of a happy, contented and pros- 
perous people, living under the pro- 
tection of the entwined flags of Great 
Britain, France and the United States.

‘Wrought by War 


Atlantic City, N.J.— Changes have 
been wrought by the war in Great 
Britain which “almost deserve the ti- 


tle of revolution,” said Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British ambassador to the U. 
S., in an addtess before the annual 
convention of the United States, 
Chamber of Commerce. Vast new 
classes have been enfranchised, he 
said, and the working classés, strong- 
anti-militaristic, now hold ‘ultimate 
political power.” 

“They seck to limit the nation’s 
power,” he said, “to secure tranquil- 
ity in Asia Minor, in Asia and Africa. 
Silently and without fuss, the army 
has been reduced to a strength which 
many think barely sufficient to police 
the empire. The people are deter- 
mined to deal with problems of 
health, housing and education. They 
see clearly that to. secure their pur- 
pose they have to end the rancors and 
animosities that have torn Europe and 


“brought her to the brink of destruc- 


tion.” 

Reports of dissensions between the 
representatives of Britain and France 
and Italy at San Remo were “fantas- 
tic,” the ambassador assured the 
chamber. ; 

“The great question you have to 
decide,” Te continued, “is this: Are 
you going to stand by and wait for 
Europe’s troubles to come after you, 
as they will, or are you_going out to 
help Europe — and remember, I am 
excluding the European part of the 
British commission of nations — to 
win through to reasonable © con- 
ditions?”

The whole German forces in the 
Ruhr region, the premier declared, 
must’ be reduced to 10,000 men by 
June 10 next, and by July 10 all the 
German soldiers must be withdrawn 
and replaced by a police force of 10 
thousand men. 

“IT said at San Remo,” M. Miller- 
and continued, “and I repeat it here, 
now, that it is a crime and stupidity 
to believe that France desires to an- 
nex any fresh German territory. 

“The details of the treaty with 
Turkey cannot be divulged before 
Turkey’s plenipotentiaries come _ to 
Paris on May 10, but I cay say that 
the treaty is in conformity with the 
outline already made public, the Turks 
being maintained in Constantinople 
and in the territories in which they 
are in the majority. 

“An appeal has been sent to Pres- 
ident Wilson-asking him if his coun- 
try cannot take up the mandate for 
Armenia, at least to collaborate in 
the fixing of the frontiers of the new 
state.” - 

In conclusion, M. Millerand declar- 
ed that upon leaving San Remo, the 
allies were more united than ever. 

“If I. may be permitted to say it, 
especially the entente between France 
and her sister of the Latin race is 
closer than ever,” he said. 

“The premier’s remarks received 
deep attention, but no enthusiasm was 
displayed in the chamber.

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Warships Are Rushed to Eastern 
Siberia With Troops 

Washington. —Japanese guards in 
the district of Nikolaevsk, eastern 
Siberia, are believed to have been an- 
nihilated and sevéral hundred Japan- 
ese residents, including the Japanese 
consul there, massacred, according to 
an official statement issued by the Jap- 
anese foreign office, and made public 
today by the state department. 

The Japanese statement says the 
suspension of communic:.tion with the 
district rendered it impossible to get 
at the real state of affairs, but that 
it was evident that a serious upheavad 
had taken place. Efforts of the Jap- 
anese to despatch military relief ex- 
peditions into the district had failed 
because of the ice. Meantime, how- 
ever, the Japanese have sent an ex- 
pedition to Alexandrovski, accompan- 
ied by the warships Mikasa and Mi- 
shima, The forces reached their des- 
tination on April 22 and found the 
Japanese résidents in that district safe 
Most of them were taken aboard the 
Mikasa.

cent of the total subscriptions to the 
loan.

Make Increased Demands 


Advance in Wages of 25 Percent Is 
Demanded by the Winnipeg 
Building Trades 

Winnipeg.—Demands for a straight 
increase. of 25 percent in wages was 
made by the building trade workers 
before the public meeting of the prov- 
incial fair wage board held today. 
General dissatisfaction was expressed 
against the proposed RD Sy of wa- 
ges arrived at by the board. A. Cam- 
eron, of the carpenter’s union,, made 
the declaration that unless more wa- 
ges are granted the building trade 
workers of the city, there will be a 
general migration to the States and 
other centres where the wages are 
higher and the cost of living lower. 
It was claimed that the costs of liv 
ing had increased 133 percent since 
1914, by delegates to the meeting of 
the board. Working on this basis the 
general rate of wages should be $1.50 
per hour instead of around $1.25. 

The fundamental cause for all 
Strikes, said James Winning, former 
president of the Trades and. Labor 
council, is the long time that is taken 
by various boards in conducting nego- 
tiations and arriving at some decision. 
He objected to the fair wage board 
making its findings public until after 
the builders’ exchange has presented 
its schedule to the workers. 


Ex-Governor of Kiel Arrested

tow, former governor of Kiel, has 
been arrested and sent to Leipzig, ac- 
cording to a brief message from Kiel 
received by the Lokal Anzeiger.

Fume Again Blokaded 


Communications,to, the Town Have 
Now Beda Completely 
Severed ; 
Trieste. — The blockage which 
Fiume is now undergoing is admit- 
tedly the most severe to which it has 
been subjected. The communications 
of the town have been completely cut 
off, regular Italian troops tearing up 
sections of the railway and bringing 
up number’ of machine guns to guard 
the frontiers. Passage in and out of 
the city is absolutely forbidden, not 
even milk going in, and connection 
with the outside world by the sea 
route has been completely eevered, 
Gabriele D’Annunzio, the insurgent 
commander-in-chief, is threatening 
counter action. 


Make Own Arrangements 

Victoria.— Pilots here claim they 
have not been informed of the govern- 
ment’s decision to declare open pilot- 
age in British Columbia waters after 
May 6. In that event they are pre- 
pared to carry on with their own or- 
ganization and will make their own 
arrangements with the shipping inter- 
ests.
